Will Augment Tires to pat this 


Some relief to the motor car prob- 
lem ig expected to be given by the 
federal order removing _ restrictions 
on retreading of passenger automo- 
bile tires. More cars are expected to 


‘| be put in shape for operation on the 


highways, which also may mean an 
increaged number of car registrations 
in the present license year, 

It is claimed that there are hun- 
dreds of passenger car owners who 
have been waiting for the federal or- 
der to become effective so that the 
tires could be retreaded, Thus, tires 
will be given a longer life, and an- 
other step taken along the line of con 
servation, 

Information received by the Alber. 
ta Motor Association indicates that 
no great difficulty is anticipated by 
retreading service shops in obtaining 
necessary material for retreading pas 
senger car tires, While securing . of 
supplies was difficult last’ year, it 
has not been so this year, 

The new ruling also will prove of 
great benefit to war workers who 
make use of this transportation to a 
great extent in each community 
where such plants have been estab- 
lished.

Save Your 
Apairy E Equipment 


Now that the honey ctep is remdv~ 
ed, the beekeeper will be well repaid 
by paying careful attention to the 
protection of his equipment, says C. 
A. Jamieson; Bee Division, Central 
Experimental Farm, Ottawa, 

Extractors should’ be washed both 
inside and out with, hot water to re- 
move all traces of honey. All storage 
tanks and everything that comes in 
contact with honey should be cleaned 
in the same manner, There used to 
be an idea that extractors and tanks 
should be left smeared with a film of 
honey until used again; but this prov 
ed erroneous because of an acid in 
honey which acts upon the iron that 
becomes exposed when the zinc plat- 
ing is broken, Storage in a dry atmos 
phere after thorough washing and 
‘drying keeps the metal surfaces in 
better condition, 

This is the time of the year that 
the wax moth is most dangerous. 
Many eggs are laid in the cracks of 
the supers while still on the hives; 
Fortunately the bees will look after 
any larvae that enter their hive, but 
when the supers are removed it is the 
beekeeper’s responsibility to destroy 
this pest, 

Paradichlorobenzene, more com- 
monly called “P.D,.B,”, is a safe and 
effective fumigant for this purpose. 
Supers may be stacked 5-6 high on 
an inverted lid with all cracks be- 
tween supers covered with gummed 
paper to prevent leakage of the gas, 
paper on the top super and cover 
heavier than air
